Two accomplices w'ere cap¬ 
tured during a frenzied getaway 
attempt following the holdup at 

• the M & L tavern at 979 San 
Pablo Ave. 

Killed was Finley Mitchell 
Walker, who was stationed at 
the San Francisco Presidio. Held 
the San Francisco Presidio. 
Charged with armed robbery 
were Andrew Leroy Flowers, 25 
of 724 10th St., and Eddie Jiles 
Ballard, 23, of 849 19th St.^nth 
Oakland. 

Bar ownerjoseph P/Casella, 
63, said one of TITc^g mHiiaii C m 
tered the tavern about 12:30 
a.m., looked around and walked 
out. 

A few minutes later all three 
men walked in, brandished pis¬ 
tols and ordered Casella and six 
patrons^ to empty their po cket s 

As Flowers was emptying the 
contents of the safe behind the 
bar into a briefcase, a passerby 
glanced into the saloon, saw the 
robbery in progress and called 
police. 

Albany officers Called for help 
from El Cerrito/and Berkeley 
and within minutes four carloads 
of men armed with shotguns had 
surrounded the tavern. 

The three starved to leave, saw 
the armed officers at the front 
and rear entrances, panicked 
and began running through the 
building searching for a way out.
